HUGHES NOTE 
TO THE ENGLISH 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Secre- 


tary of States Hughes has 
sent a 


memorandum to the American em- 
bassy in London reiterating and ex- 
plaining the general conditions of 
American foreign policies with regard 
to outstanding European questions, it 
was learned officially today. 


The memorandum was sent primar- 


ily to correct an erroreous impres- 
sion in Europe regarding the state- 
ment on foreign "policy of his admin* 
istration as outlined by President 
Coolidge in his press conference last 
Tuesday. 
Press dispatches from Europe re- 


porting that the Coolidge 
statement 


had been received abroad as an In- 


dication that the United States was 
ready to act on any generl appeal for 
American aid that might reach this 
government, prompted the dispatch of 
the message to the London embassy. 


In the cable it^was learned, Secre- 


tary Hughes declared that the United 
States will stand behind the plan set 
forth in his New Haven speech for 
an international commission to tsudy 
how much Germany can pay, pointing 
out that this government must have 
concrete evidence upon which to act 
before it will respond to appeals for 
aid from Europe.

Hughes added that President Cool- 


idge 'did not mean that the United 
States was ready to respond to any 
general appeal that might be made.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Eleven 


of the twenty-four ships ro be scrap- 
ped by the pact in effect today, are 
still on the ways, uncompleted; thir- 
teen are old line vessels long in com- 
mission.

ships 


which were designed to be the great- 
est fighting monsters ranging the seas 
are: 


Battleships, Indiana, South Dakota,

The thirteen oltf ships are the Vir- 


ginia, New Jersey, Rhode Island, 
Georgia, Nebraska, Connecticut, Louis- 
iana, Kansas, Vermont, Minnesota, 
South Carolina, Michigan and New 
Hampshire. 


^The two ships which will probably 


be scrapped before the end of the year 
are the Deleware and tho North Da- 
kota. Under the terms of the treaty 
they may be maintained in commis- 
sion until the Colorado and West Vir- 
ginia are commissioned, the Colorado 
goes into commission September 1, 
and the West Virginia about Decem 
ber 1.

Of the vessels to bescrapped im- 


mediately, the Washington, one of the 
uncompleted vessels and the South 
Carolina, a vessel of the older type 
will be used for certain experiments 
in underwater and deck attack by the 
navy.

Hopes Differences Between Two

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 17.—President 


Obregon, In a long statement to the 
press'today, reviewed the diplomatic 
background of Mexican-American re- 
lations, In connection with the recent 
recognition 
conference which just 


closed here, and revealed that the 
conference decided" on two general 
conventions to harmonize differences 
between the two countries. 
"The conventions referred to will be 


concluded if the two governments de- 
cide to resume diplomatic relations," 
the president said. 
The conventions, which would lead 


to creation of mixed claims commis- 
sions, would provide: 
1—creation of a mixed claims com- 


mission to examine from the point of 
view'of equity all claims which citi- 
zens of the United States might have 
against the Mexican government1 for 
damages arising out of revolutions. 


2—A convention having more • gen- 


eral Jurisdiction and being of re- 
ciprocal character, to create a. mixed 
claims commission to decide in accord- 
ance with the rules of international 
.law, unsettled claims of citizens of 
cither country against the government 
of the other country for acts having 
taken place since signing of the con- 
vention concluded July 4,1868, but ex- 
cluding, of course, those acts falling 
within jurisdiction of the first conven- 
tion. 
The president made it''clear Mexico 


did not surrender.any of her sovereign 
•rights during the.. cohference,._.b,ut 
said:

"The Mexico commissioners,- after 


hearing the American point of view in 
every case, but without .entering into' 
discussion, Intended to modify our 
present law. relating to American In- 
terests in Mexico, in, connection with 
oil and agrarian questions only." 
The president then reviewed the 


various diplomatic exchanges between 
the two governments, and referring to 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
said: 
"If normalization of these relations 


follows termination of the Mexican- 
American conference, such result will 
not be due to any obligations con- 
tracted, nor to agreements which may 
have been entered into for the pur- 
pose of resuming diplomatic relations, 
nor to anything that may contravene 
our laws or rules of international law, 
or injure the dignity or sovereignty of 
our nation."

The comparative study 
of the nervous system of animal* 
shows an evolution 'headword.' Man's 
brain has freed him from the slavery 
of environment and is the physical 
basis of his personality and bis soul. 
The observable trend "brainward* if 
projected, foretells the nature of tie 
future super-man. Tbat which has re- 
quired millions of years to bring into 
being, will not be scrapped at death. 


Dr. Barker is a graduate of Ottawa 


university. Kansas, having received 
both his B. A and M. A from that 
institution. He has done graduate 
work ia tie University of Chicago. 
Harvard university, and the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, receiving his Pi. D. 
degree from lie latter school in J910. 
Since 1903. Dr. Barker has beea pro- 
fessor of zoology at the University of 
Nebraska.

Gasoline having been attended to, 


the state administration will now en- 
force the standard weight bread law 
of Nebraska. The initiative -in the 
case of bread is taken by Attorney 
.General O. S. Spillman. 
Governor 
| Bryan is head of the department of 
'agriculture, with the duty of enforc- 
ing this particular act. Mr. Spillnmn 
has written a letter to Grant L. Shum- 
way, deputy secretary of the code de- 
partment . of agriculture, stating that 
the appeal of bakers to the supreme 
.court of the United States does not. 
suspend the bread law, and offering to 
cooperate in its enforcement by the 
department of agriculture. 


The attorney' general's letter says it 


has come to his attention that loaves 
of bread placed on sale do not comply 
with the state law. He says it is pos- 
sible enforcement officers have not 
given the law much attention because 
of a general impression that the law 
is suspended or incapable of enforce- 
ment during the pendency of the 
appeal of'bakers to the federal court. 
He thinks it proper for the depart- 
ment of agriculture to gather evidence 
of violations of the law. 


No attempt was made by the former 


secretary of agriculture, Leo Stuhr, to 
enforce this law, it being reported 
that bakers were generally observing 
its provisions. The present adminis- 
tration of the department "has done 
nothing. 
Deputy Secretary Shumway, upon 


receipt of the attorney general's 
letter, said it would be enforced. Gov- 
ernor Bryan, as head of the .depart- 
ment, said the department would ex- 
haust every means at its command to 
enforce the law. He had an ordinance 
! similar to the .state, law j>a»*8d when 
he was a member of the liibcoln city 
commission, but says it was later re- 
pealed by four of the five members as 
a result of a campaign of misrepre- 
sentation by bakers. During the war, 
the federal government enforced a 
similar regulation thruout ,the coun- 
try. Then the state law was passed 
by the legislature of 1921, and re- 
ceived the support of Governor Bryan. 


The law says loaves shall be • of- 


fered for sale only in one-half pound, 
one pound and one and one-half 
pound weights and in exact multiples 
of one pound and of not other weights. 
Two ounces per pound in excess of 
the standard weight shall be permit- 
ted and no more and no under weight 
is .permitted. The weight is to be ar- 
rived at by the average of twenty-five 
loaves of any one unit. For the first 
offense a fine of from flO to $100 or 
not more than thirty days' in the 
county jail is the penalty. 


Ed Smith of Omaha, representative 


from Douglas, who introduced- the bill 
on this subject passed by the legisla- 
ture, was in Lincoln Friday. He said 
he had weighed three brands of bread 
in a Lincoln grocery store and found 
two brands weighing the required 24 
ounces while a third weighed only 21 
ounces. These loaves sell for 15 
cents each. Mr. Smith quoted a 
traveler from New Orleans as saying

He.said that bis 
company rents certain parts of 75,000 
instruments it uses from the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph company, 
the parent Bell organization, and pays 


a year for it He said this is 20 per 


cent cheaper than if his 
company 


bought and maintained them. The Tri- 
State was a competitor of the Bell in v 
Minnesota, but some years ago sold j but the Lancaster 
county district 


part of its plant to the'Bell and bought court held the act constitutional and 
part of the Bell's, resulting in a divis- 
ion of territory. It was in this way 
that the Bell contract rose. This tes- 
timony was introduced by the Bell to 
show the value of its contributions 
to the Northwestern Bell service for 
which it gets 4 1-2 per cent of its 
gross revenues. 
The battle has-been a real one. and 


considerable bitterness was shown 
during the hearing. The Bell accused 
ihe commission of pursuing a policy 
of confiscation, and the commission 
has been trying to show that the Bell 
has become a bureaucratic organiza- 
tion with lie result that the overhead 
has been unduly Increased, a condi- 
tion reflected In rates. 
Tie two matters of direct impor- 


tance involved are the proper allow- 
ance for depreciation of property used 
and the 4 1-2 per cent contract.

able City to Save Perhaps

Lincoln will soon have a municipal 
filling, station. ' City 
Commissioner 


Cowgill announced Friday that the 
work of erecting a station. on Hay- 
market square in about a week and 
that the city will be furnishing gas 
within a month. 


The commissioner expects to save 


enough 'money in a year to .pay for 
the expense of building and equipping 
the station. He has no dreams of sup- 
plying, the public. He indicated that it 
would require a plant spread over the 
greater part of big Haymarket square 
to obtain .the necessary tank room. 
Buying gasoline by the carload will 
cut down the cost; He estimates that 
the building with the tank will .cost 
S2.000. The station will be a modest 
building ten by ten feet. The sewer 
department has plenty of surplus sec- 
ond hand bricks and they will be used 
for construction. The cost will be fur- 
ther reduced by employing city labor. 


The commissioner will ask for esti- 


mates for the purchase of a 15,000 gal- 
lon tank for the muny station at the 
Monday afternoon meeting of the 
council. He does not have to buy a 
pump,-he has one on hand. 


The city now uses 500 gallnos of 


gas a day. It has fifty vehicles in ser- 
vice that will require a daily supply 
of motor fluid.

Crude Oil Price Fairly Certain to 


Take a Drop Soon, Which Will 


Ease Situation for Gaso- 


line Handlers. 


Local expert opinion is divided as 


to whether gasoline will stay at the 
present figure, go higher or take a 
drop. Most of the independent deal- 
ers say that it is all up to the Stan- 
ard, which broke the price first and 
which has the real say as to what it 
will be in the future. About the only 
fact brought forward in support of the 
proposition that there may be an in- 
crease of a cent or two a gallon is that 
South Dakota, the original cause of 
the break, is pretty 
certain to in- 


crease the price to 20 cents a gallon. 
As the reduction was forced by what 
happened there, it is argued that if 
the price there goes to 20 cents it is 
reasonable to expect that this will 
have an influence on the local "situa- 
tion. 
On the other hand the surplus sup- 


ply of gasoline has not been materi- 
ally reduced, and this, the oil men say, 
was the primary cause of the reduc- 
tion. A lot of gasoline had to go on 
the market because the holders of it 
were owing the banks and the banks 
insisted on the stuff being sold before 
it lost its value as a fuel. This is the 
"distress" gasoline that the Standard 
spokesmen have been talking about. 
In addition to this there has been no 
apparent reduction in the supply of 
crude oil, and it is the crude oil price 
that governs the price of gasoline. 


One well-posted oil man says that 


the refineries have, in fact, been tak- 
ing substantial losses for some time, 
while'the producers have been able to 
keep up the price of crude. The re- 
finers are insisting that the producer 
must take his medicine as prescribed 
by the law of supply and demand. If 
crude oil prices come- down,, he. says, 
then the present prices axe certain to 
continue for some time, as It will ease 
the situation for both the refiner and 
the wholesaler. 


The retailers insist that the present 


price of 161-4 cents Is a losing propo- 
sition with them, when leakage, wast- 
age and the like are taken into corf- 
sideration. A two cent margin wa* 
long regarded as ample for the re- 
tailer, but this all depends on tie 
amount of his sales. These being cash 
also helped out. The profit In a fill- 
Ing station, it is explained, lies in th& 
quickness of the turnover. 
In the 


days of comparatively few stations 
this meant a big profit to the busier 
retailers and a pleasing one to the 
smaller fellows. Now that the num- 
ber of stations has increased and the 
business divided, tie. smaller averagf 
sales have tie effect of increasing tie 
overhead and decreasing tie 
profit 


often to the vanishing point. 


A refiner's agent Is quoted as say*- 


ing that the present prices are fairlj* 
certain to continue until tie excess 
supply of gasoline has .been consumed. 
He thinks that this will be several 
months because few consumers have 
any facilities for storing any gasoline, 
and tie reduction of the visible sup- 
ply can come only thru increased con- 
sumption, which means a slow dimuni- 
tfon. Most of the wells that supply 
crude to the refiners in this field arc 
small ones, and the owners dare not 
cap them and stop production because 
they would become a total loss. 
The lubricant oil situation is causing 


dealers some uneasiness. It Is'charged 
that this is being bought at 10 cents 
a quart and retailed at 25 cents, a 
spread that yields so big a profit that, 
once attacked is likely to follow the 
fate of gasoline.

CHAPTER II. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 17.—It is esti- 


mated that about 500 flappers a year 
desert their homes In the middle west 
. nd east and come to Hollywood, flut- 
tering like moths about a 
brilliant 


flame of movie fame. 


At present about five a week apply 


for work at "Heartbreak House." 


"Heartbreak House" Is an old de- 


cayed, bare-walled structure down- 
town In Los Angeles, which houses 
the powerful service 
bureau. Prac- 


tically all of the big producing com- 
panies are members of the 
service 


bureau, and hire their extras thru /t. 
Butterfly girls and handsome boys, 
who apply for work at the studio 
wickets, are referred to the service 
bureau. 
But the service bureau limits the 


number of extras It will register. At 
present the limitation is 1,200, and 
this must include all kinds of char- 
acter people and comedy freaks. 


No matter how much ability a 


pretty girl or striking youth may have, 
he or she doesn't get a chance if the 
rpgistration Is filled up—as it usually 
is.The Idea of the service 
bureau, 


which sends extras out on calls for 
certain types or for certain scenes 
from studios, is to give a decent living 
to a group of established, extras by 
providing/fairly steady work. The 
service ^bureau does the hiring, and 
also does the paying, 
deducting a 


commission from the extras' pay for 
placing them. 


Girls who come to Hollywood, hop- 


. ing to win recognition, 
sometimes 


wait for months before there is an 
opening on the registration books of 
the bureau. 


Work Is Irregular. 


"Wages range from $5 to $10 a day, 


with the average about $7.50. Some 
character players get as much as $15 
a day. Work is very irregular. vSome- 
times an extra will work In half a 
dozen pictures a week, at as many 
studios, sometimes working at one 
studio in the daytime and at another 
at night. And again an extra will 
sometimes not get a single call for 
three or four weeks. 


Extras must at all times be pro- 


vided with a good wardrobe of street, 
sport, and evening clothes in good 
condition. Only clothes for special 
character parts or costume pictures 
are furnished by the studios. Char- 
acter actors and actresses obtain 
steadier work than ordinary extras. 


"The 
least-wanted 
type in the 


movies is the jazz baby," one of the 
hiring experts at the service bureau 
stated. "There is no call for them. 
Bobbed-haired girls also earn a scant 
living in the movies. Stars are the 
only ones who seem to have the pre- 
rogative of hobblng their hair and 
getting away with it." 


Leave the Movie*.

Some extras make a permanent pro- 


fession of tte work, but most of the 
would-be Mary Plckfords eventually 
think things over and, in from six 
months to two years leave the movies 
fgr more substantial lines of wori. 
The same is true of the handsome 
youths. 


One of the most successful sales- 


mgn on automobile row today is 
a 


wavy-haired youth, who once aspired 
to be a movie hero. He half-starved 
as an extra for two years, and then 
came down to earth and got a job as 
an auto salesman for a sporty-looking 
make of car. 


Using his slight speaking acquain- 


tance with the real stars of studios, 
he specialized in a movie clientele and 
he has established a record of having 
sold more cars in the movie colony 
than any other one salesman in town.

ment workers here as a "revival of 
the king's idea of personal servility,", 
and advised the workers to Ignore it, 
because "it violates their constitu- 
tional rights."

of Mitchell brothers, a clothing con- 
cern.

CHAPTER I. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16.—The advice of 


one man is the sole thing that keeps 
former Crown Prince Wilhelm chained 
to his desert island off the Dutch 
coast, instead of returning to 
his 


homeland. ' 


Not cowardice, as some say, not 


lack of affection for his fatherland or 
bis family, nor the opposition of cer- 
tain of his country—men are continu- 
ing his in his exile. 


The man whose counsels keep him 


there is the sixty-eight-year-old castle 
lord of Januschau in Ostelbien, Elard 
von Oldenburg. This man, known even 
before the war in the reichstag as the 
bete noir of the radical parties, has 
told Wilbelm to bide his time. Rather 
live a few years more in the pitiable 
isolation of Oesterland, on tne isle of 
Wieringen, in the Zuidersee, Olden- 
burg has told him, than seek now to 
come back to his wife, his children, 
nil beautiful castle Caecilienhof, near 
Potsdam, to his horses and his sports. 
Some Germans say the crown prince 
is a coward, but his friends who knew 
his daring in peace and in war say 
that is a He. 


The Tim* Not Yet. 


But 
Oldenburg, 
from 
his little- 


known castle beyond the Elbe, has 
told the crown prince that he must 
let time run its course in his own 
interest and in the interest of his 
seventeen-year-old son, who is living 
•with the Crown Princess Cecille in 
Potsdam. 


And Oldenburg has made it clear 


to him a return now—it could not be 
hindered—would mean the unchaining 
of internal troubles which could lead 
to desperate consequences 
for the 


fatherland. 
Oldenburg knows and he 


convinced the crown prince that many 
of the young hotspurs among the for- 
mer officer corps would take his re- 
turn as a signal for many ill-consid- 
ered deeds, which, in turn, would be 
answered by communist attempts to 
proclaim a bolshevik terror in Ger- 
many. 
Oldenburg has been a firend of the 


kaiser's family thruout his life. »He 
IB owner of a castle and -v large estate 
in Ostelbien and is one of the leaders 
in the inonarchistic movement, which 
has its breeding ground among the 
Junker estates of East Prussia and 
Pommerania. 


Objected to Marriags. 


Oldenburg is counted as one of the 


sharpest opponents of the ex-kaiser's 
marriage to Princess Hermlne, but the 
fact that he disliked the father's ac- 
tion only served to bind him closer to 
the kaiser's son. Even before the 
•war, Oldenburg was in the position to 
counsel 
the 
crown prince and his 


weird influence—an influence 
sur- 


passing even the ordinary Influence 
of friendship—makes it possible for 
him to keep the 
youthful 
Hohen- 


zollern patiently in exile., 


Meantime while many monarchists 


va.it for the return of the crown 
prince, others are setting their hopes 
ia the prince's oldest- SOIL Wilhelm, a- 
boy seventeen who is being educated 
by his mother, the 
former 
crown 


princess of Potsdam. His well bred 
manner, and other good qualities in- 
herited from bis mother, make him 
an especially popular figure for many 
who want to see the Hohenzollern 
regime restored.

No. 29—To Undres* While Swimming. 


After you have learned to swim 


quite readily in street clothes you can 
learn to undress while swimming or 
floating about so that you could re- 
move your clumsy outer garments in 
case of being upset in the water some- 
time. Wear wash clothes over your 
bathing suif as you did in learning to 
swim in street clothes. Tennis shoes 
are good to wear for practice at first, 
as high shoes are quite difficult to re- 
move. 


Fall In as before and swim ta the 


center of the pool. Then remove one 
article at a time and drop it on the 
>ottom of the pool. You can dive for 


them later. Or, if you prefer, yon can 
throw them ashore. 


It is best to remove shoes first, as 


they are heaviest and most awkward 
when wet. 
The easiest way is to 


cross the legs as you did in rubbing a 
cramp out of your leg. 
For instance, 


double your right leg over your left 
and loosen your right shoe with your 
left hand and swim with your right 
hand. 


Swim on your back, using leg move- 


ment only while you unfasten your 
hose supporters. Stockings will work 
off themselves while you are removing 
other garments. Use your hands for 
unfastening your waist, skirt, petti- 


coats and corsets and dropping them 
one at a time. While pulling, off over 
the feet your leg movement is im- 
peded, and it is better then to use one 
arm for paddling and only one hand 
for removing the clothing. 


Do not attempt to swim in any defi- 


nite direction while undressing, but 
merely paddle around near the center, 
or just keep afloat. 
After you have 


removed all your outer garments and 
are swimming in the bathing suit you 
wore in place of underwear you can 
dive for the 
clothing which you 


dropped on the bottom of the pool.

Ohio Infant Born by Caesarian 


Operation Four Months Early 


-Has Been. Kept Alive ia 


Incubator. 


FINDLAY, 0., Aug. 17.—A remark- 


able story of how infant lite was 
miraculously sustained after 
coming 


into the world nearly four months pjg- 
vious to the date for normal birth, was 
revealed today by authorities of Find- 
lay hospital. 


The case is that of Rose Mary 


Eileen—"the child without a chance" 
—and is bettered to set a record for 
premature babies. 


Rose Mary—a living triumph of 


modern obstetrics—was given a four 
months headstart in life thru a caesar- 
ian operation necessary to .save her 
mother, Mrs. O. E. Jelley. 


The operation was directed by Dr. 


Don B. Biggs, and he and bis assist- 
ants held slight hope that the infant 
would lire. 
Placed in a steam heated incubator, 


however, life was sustained, and today 
the approximate date for her birth— 
had it been normal—physicians an- 
nounced Rose Mary is about to be 
"graduated" to a full sized crib. 
• At birth the tiny infant weighed 
one and three-fourths pounds, was 
approximately eleven inches long and 
an ordinary tea cup would have fitted 
comfortably over her head. 
Heat in the incubator was main- 


tained at 90 degrees and Rose Mary 
took food thru a silver tube. 
Her 


mother has recovered from the" opera- 
tion and will be able to care for her 
child when she is removed from her 
incubator. 
According to authorities in obstet- 


rics, there are many cases on record 
where premature babies have been 
saved by incubators, but this is be- 
lieved to be the first time an infant 
has been taken at such an early date 
and lived more than a few hours. 
The theory has been that babies 


are not viable until three months be- 
fore the date for normal birth. , 


Hospital charts today show Rose 


Mary has grown to a length of 13% 
inches and weighs 3 pounds, 11 ounces. 


She is to be removed to a crib in a 


week or tea days.

constantly on watch lor oil and gaso- 
line that does not come up to the 
legal requirements. 


In regard to the statement that the 


specific gravity test had been repealed 
by the legislature, Mr. Shumwa/ says 
it is true there is no fixed statutory 
minimum specific test for gasoline but 
the law requires his department 
to 


make a specific gravity test of all gas- 
oline, and permits his department to 
adopt a standard. 


The law provides that the depart- 


ment may adopt the standard for mo- 
tor gasoline which may be adopted by 
the committee on standardization ap- 
pointed by order of the president, July 
13, 1918. 
The committee has adopt- 


ed fifty-five degrees as the minimum 
| specific gravity test for motor gaso- 
j line, and this has in turn been adopf- 


ed by the Nebraska department, so 
fifty-five degrees specific 
gravity is 


the legal standard in this state. 


The state law provides that gasoline 


offered for sale must conform to the 
following requirements: 


1. The color shall be white and clear. 
2. 
It shall be free from water and all 
impurities. 
3. 
One hundred cubic centimeters of a 
sample shall be distilled according to the 
specifications for distillation of motor gas- 
oline as provided by the bureau of mines, 
United States department of the Interior, 
aim must conform to the following speci- 
fications: 
(a) 
Boiling point must not be higher 
than 131 degrees Fahrenheit. 
(b) 
Twenty per cent of the sample must 
distill below 221 degrees Fahrenheit. 
' 
(c) 
Fifty per cent must distill below 284 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
(d) 
Ninety per cent must distill below 


392 degrees Fahrenheit. 
(e) 
The end or dry point of distillation 
must not be higher than 437 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. 
(f) 
Not less than ninety-five per cent of 
the liquid will be recovered from the dis- 
tlllatio.i. 
Illuminating oil must also meet cer- 


tain requirements, including a specif- 
ic gravity .test of not less than 40 
degrees, except in case

Rust leaped from 
the train and escaped. 


The hunt for hira thruout the north- 


west has been going on doggedly tor 
weeks. After escaping from police last 
night he was cornered today- In a room 
on Dayton avenue by -Detectives T«n 
Brown and Dan Cassidy. 


Rust faced the two in Doolln and

against him the wall, aid fired two 
shots as they entered. <His fire was re- 
lumed and he slumped to the floor 
dying. 


Rust was recently 
prosecuted In 


California for automobile thievery. He 
was also under parole in Idaho. He 
robbed five business concerns at Aber- 
deen after deserting a stolen car from 
Los Angeles.

Later he was captured at 
Grand Forks, N. D., where he was be- 
ing returned when hfe killed Fulkner.

had come into the world," writes H. 
G. Wells of the time of the crusades, 
"and it "had been built by thousands of 
anonymous, faithful lives." 
A great 


sentence disfigured only by that word 
anYphictyony, which few understand 
The sentiment might have been ex- 
pressed in a simpler way, and, easily 


- understood, would have been long 


quoted by good men for a good pur- 
pose. Amphictyony means a league of 
ancient Greeks for enforcement of 
mutual obligations, and guardianship 
of common interests. I like Mr. Wells' 
sentiment that thousands of anony- 
mous, faithful men have contributed to 
a great result, but do not like his way 
of expressing it. 
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The New Yorkers and big town peo- 


ple generally should not get th£ false 
notion ..that we provincials are com- 
pelled to do without cakes and ale; 
that we must go to Greenwich village 
or Broadway for them. The pleasures 
of life are fairly distributed. 
There 


is inore joy in a love affair with a 
country girl than with an actress. And 
there a?e many more bright men and 
women outside of New York than in 
it. The bright men and women in 
New York went there after they were 
rSther old; the best examples of 
natural beauty and brightness are 
found in the country. As soon as one 
of our old men is called to the city, a 
younger man takes his place; we keep 
the younger and better looking man. 


I once knew quite intimately two 


men in railroad service. One was a 
general officer, £nd the 
other 
his 


clerk. The clerk became one of the 
notable figures in railroad manage- 
ment. The other held his own for a 
time, and then began gradually to de- 
cline. I have heard-the former clerk 
say that his superior in the old days 
was the hest railroad man he ever 
knew. 
Why did the clerk advance 


•steadily, and the general officer go 
backward ? It wasn't a matter of abil- 
ity. 
What was it? 
Both men were 


honest, but that isn't enough; steadi- 
ness, good habits, industry, politeness, 
are also required in the climb to dis- 
tinction. The clerk had all of these; 
the general officer lacked a few of 
them. A man may he ever so smart, 
but if he lacks £ few of tne little vir- 
tues we all know about, he is placing 
clubs in the hands of duller me.n with 
which to club him.—E. W. Howe's 
Monthly.

We have displayed little patience with the various 


movements, usually fostered by an officeseeker or two, 
that have for their object the reduction of taxes. It is 
true that taxes have greatly increased, and it is true 
that they can be curtailed. The increase has about 
kept pace with the increase in cost of living, and this 
has been largely due to the same cause, a desire to live 
better. If we did without paving, gas, water, light, good 
roads, inspected food, supervised banks and insurance 
companies, and went back to old shacks for school 
houses, we could get back close to the old tax level. 


Over forty millions are paid out in this state yearly 


In insurance premiums. It is 'impossible to reduce the 
calculation to exact figures, but at least 40 per cent of 
the sum represents profits and the cost of doing busi- 
ness. 
Nearly everybody buys insurance, but nobody 


asks for it- Everybody realizes the common sense of 
having this sort of protection against loss or this kind 
of indemnity, but experiments repeatedly made have 
showt that few will buy it'on their own initiative. Yet 
if all did it we would annually save more than enough 
to run the state government 
Do without it and do it 


yourself are the two forces that reduce expense. 


Emerson received a lot of advertising because of the 


clever way in which he put things. We refer especially 
to his remark that if a man made a better mousetrap 
than anybody else the world would beat a path to his 
door no matter how completely he had hidden himself 
in the woods. That was a piece of clever writing, but 
it isn't true. In essence, it means that merit cannot 
hide itself so securely but what it will be found out 
and rewarded. The successful businesses of the world 
have been built on the exactly opposite principle. Pa- 
t.ent merit- would have to possess a vast deal of pa- 
tience if it did without advertising. What you may 
hare to sell may be the best of its kind, but there won't 
be many sales unless the fact of its existence is known, 
and that means that advertising and not Intrinsic 
merit is sales manager. 


Everybody Is agreed $that the safety of the world 


and the continuance of'profitable trade depends upon a 
clearing up of the European situation, and yet nothing 
seems to be done about it but talk about it 
Maybe 


that is all there is that can be done, but if that is true 
we are not so smart that we need risking broken arms 
from attempts to pat ourselves on the back. The pres- 
ent policy is entirely one of drifting, of letting the thing 
Iron cut itself. Cynical gentlemen have said that this 
Is likely to get better results than by trying to direct 
the course of events/but we all know better. 


Radicals talk, volubly about the government being in 


the control of the financial interests, and seek to per- 
suade* the people that this is the bottom of all or their 
trouble. In the course of professional duties we read 
a good many financial articles, either written by 
bankers or for banks by experts. Practically everyone 
of these writers say that the unbalanced state or trade, 
from which the farmer is suffering, Is due to the dis- 
turbed condition of Europe, and that as long as we do 
nothing to help make that-condition better and as long 
'as we keep out so much of the goods that they must 
use In trading with us, that out-of-balance state will 
continue. Yet the government refuses to mrx in Europe 
and maintains the tariff -wall. How do you explain this? 


. We have recently been reading some articles in- 


tended to show that the Turk is not the rude barbarian 
and cruel and relentless cuss that he has been pictured 
for so long, but we notice that now tha,t the British and 
French troops are to be moved out of those Turkish 
territories they moved Into to keep everybody who 
wasn't P. Turk from being killed, there Is much appre- 
hension and fear among the people about to lose their 
protectors.
